The coroner's jury in the inquest on 
the death of John Hickey, who was rob- 
bed and murdered at Madison, Ill., re- 
turned a non-committa! verdict after 
hearing evidence more than four hours 
in Granite City Monday night. The jury 
reached the conclusion early Tuesday 
that Hickey came to his death from 
causes unknown. 

Hickey whose home was in Chester- 
field, Ill., was murdered while passing 
through Madison in a prairie wagon. 
His bruised body was found last 
Wednesday at dusk in the rear of “King 
George's’ saloon, near Second and State 
streets. He was taken to the jail on 
the belief that he was drunk, where he 
died early Thursday. 

Two witnesses testified that ‘King 
George,’’ owner of the saloon back of 
Which the body was found, whose full 
name is George Facon, had threatened 
them if they told what they knew at 
the inquest. They were Matt Ottowyz 
and John Meinerick. Meinerick said on 


}) the stand: 


“ ‘King George came to me and said 
if I told the truth about Hickey he 
would break all my bones and have me 
put in the Penitentiary. ‘I am rich,’ 
‘King George’ said. ‘I own two houses 
and have much money. You have little. 
towyz has nothing but his hat. You 
had best do as I tell you.’ 


One Accensed Has Fied. 


‘*But we said we were going to tell 
the truth, whatever he did,’’ Meinerick 
continued. 

Meinerick is proprietor of a saloon 
near Sixth and State streets. He gave 
testimony not before developed against 
‘Tony Jerbic and Peter Zaur, the men 
arrested.

Mai. Goddard was born in Connecti- 
cut, but waa taken to Georgia by his 
parents when 1 year old. He lived in 
the South many years, at one time 
having been a prominent merchant in 
Camden, Ark. He came to St. Louts 
about thirty-six years ago. 

In Camden, Ark., he married the 
daughter of the late Col. Tyra Hill, a 
wealthy Southerner, who survives 
him. The family residence on Lucas 
avenue, in which the Goddards have 
lived for a quarter of a century, was 
one of the finest homes in St. Louis at 
the time it was built.

Denver Jury Decides She Did 
Not Marry Oscar Elmo in 
St, Louis. 





Snecial to the Post-Dispatch 

DENVER, Colo., May 15.—Mrs. Ma- 
rie Fleming Everest: Brown-Eastes & 
St. Louis has won the first round in 
the legal battle for possession of the 
George N. Brown estate, valued at 
about $300,000. 

A jury in the District Court today 
decided that Mrs. Eastes did not mar- 
ry Oscar Elmo in St. Louis, as charged 
by Mrs. Sarah N. Brown, the mother 
of the deceased. All that now remains 
to make victory perfect is producing 
proof that she was legally married to 
Brown. 

This. will be but the mere form of 
producing the marriage license. The 
Court has set May 31 as the date for 
hearing proof of the marriage, at 
which time the motion of the plaintiff 
for a rehearing in the present case 
will also come up. 

Mrs. Brown-Eastes is a stepdaugh- 
ter of H. L. Magee, formerly a Wa- 
bash Railroad official. 

In her testimony in the Denver Cir- 
cuit Court, shortly before the jury pre- 
pared its verdict which was left sealed 
to be read Tuesday, Mrs. Brown-Eastes 
Swore that for two years she carried 
pinned to her underclothing her written 
contract with Oscar Elmo, signed at 
the Planters Hotel, which, she declared, 
recorded only an agreement to marry. 

Mrs. Sara N. Brown-Johnston, plain- 

tiff in the case, charged that this pa- 
per was a contract of common-law 
marriage, and that this contract invali- 
dated the subsequent marriage of the 
young woman with Brown. For this 
reason she sought to prevent the young 
widow, now the wife of J. Clark Eastes, 
from inheriting the Brown estate, con- 
sisting of securities and Denver real 
estate. 
_In explaining her statement that she 
had carried the paper continuously for 
two years pinned to her underwear, and 
had read it every day, Mrs. Brown- 
Eastes said: “I was only a silly girl 
then, and’ thought I was very much in 
love.”’ 

J. E. Ryan, a Planters Hotel cabman, 
taken to Denver to testify to signing 
the paper as a witness, became faint on 
the witness stand when cross-examiha- 
tion began, and Mrs. Eastes made a 
sarcastic comment on the robustness 
which he had shown while giving direct 
testimony. 

The testimony of Oscar Elmo, now a 
St.- Louis traveling salesman, was read 
in the form of depositions. 


Thought He Loved Her. 
The following brought smiles to Mrs. 


Brown-Eastes' face: 

“Did vou love Marie Everest?’ 

“I thought I did.”’ 

“But were you going to marry her 
because you thought you loved her?” 

“Tl would have married -her.”’ 

“Did she love you?”

Mrs. Brown-Eastes turned to her hus- 
band and smiled, and he indulged in an 
expression of sarcasm.

Eastes. 
, Mrs. Brown-Eastes was placed on the 
stand by the plaintiff's lawyers under 
the Colorado statute by which an op- 
posing rty may be cross-examined 
before giving direct testimony. 

Before the examination had proceed- 
ed far the lawyers and the spectators 
were whispering to each other ‘She is 
the best witness I ever saw.”’ 


Couldn’t Confuse Her. 


Attorney J. R. Johnston of St. Louis, 
who had known her from childhood, was 
chosen for the task of examining the 
young woman as a witness. He had pro- 
pounded only a few questions when the 
Denver attorneys saw that no one at- 
torney could break down the young 
woman's position. 

Between every question the attorneys 
would hold a consultation before asking 
another. Mrs. Brown-Eastes watched 
them with a smile on her face, and 


would glance over at her husband with 
an expression of triumph. For over 
two hours she withstood the catch ques- 
tions composed by the combined oppos- 
1 counsel, and ve every answer 
quickly, so that it strengthened her side 
of * ge case.

PRETTIEST SCHOOL 
GIRL SAVED HANDS AT 
FINAL COST OF LIFE 
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Annie Eva La Pearl, pretty foster- 
daughter of a respected family, who 
ended her life by swallowing carbolic 
acid after a lovers’ quarrels, was buried 
Tuesday in SS. Peter and Paul’s Ceme- 
tery. The funeral was held from the 
undertaker’s chapel to the grave, and 
the cortege was small. The chief mourn- 
ers were Frank Beckmann of 503 South 
Broadway and his wife, who had adopt- 
ed the girl, and were heartbroken at her 
death. 

La Pearl was the name. Eva adopted 
aftet \ské-left her foster-parents. Be- 
fore that she was known as Eva Beck- 
mann, but her real name was Koerber. 

Eva Beckmann attended the Laclede 
Sahool, Sixth and Poplar _ streets, 
when she was 11 years old, and 
continued. there unti! she was 12. She 
was known as the prettiest girl in the 
school, and many sly presents of ap- 
ples, candy and flowers were slipped to 
her desk by boy pupils. Eva liked that. 
Even at that age she loved admiration. 
She enjoyed talking to the boys and 
coquetting with them more than any- 
thing. She was especially proud of the 
undisputed title she held as prettiest 
girl in the school. 

Abandoned by Father. 


The way Eva happened to become a 
members of the Beckmann family, and 
a pupil at the school, was this: Frank 
Beckmann in 189% was keeping a room- 
ing house at 407 South Broadway.

‘“‘l have been a fool,”’ he said, ‘‘and 
l have paid for my folly. I am deeply 
sorry that I have caused suffering to 
innocent persons, and | am sorry that 
Il have disappointed my friends. But I 
am not ashamed of the final step that I 
took in an effort to correct a wrong. 

“I have told my story, to:my attorneys 
and to the authorities of St. Louis 
County. The affair is a matter of pub- 
lic record and it speaks for itself.

The story as told to Prosecuting At- 
torney Rowland L. Johnson and Circuit 
Judge McElhinney in Clayton, was a 
story of a man’s folly and repentance.

He says the woman 
was then living at the Manhattan Ho- 
tel, Eighteenth and Locust streets. 

One day in February, 1904, McFarlin, 
while drunk, went to Clayton and the 
two were married. He gave the name 
of John H. McDermont and said that 
he Hved in Chicago. A few hours later 
when he was sober he realized what a 
foolish thing he had done, but it was 


too late to retreat. 

He said that he never lived with the 
second wife, that he continued to live 
with his legal wife whom he deeply 
loved. The other woman began bother- 
ing him and continued to make requests 
for money. He did not dare refuse be- 
cause of her threats to begin suit for 
divorce or to have him arrested for fail- 
ure to support her—steps "which would 
have brought the affair to light. 

Ten davs ago the woman made a de- 
mand on MeFarlin for $500. He could 
not pay any such sum and he went to 
see Attorney Frank Carter. He told 
the entire story, fully and frankly, to

Accused of Washaiitts Murder 
She Is Brutally Treated 
by Whitecaps. 


OKOLONA, Miss., -May 15.—Taken 
from her home by whitecaps, who first 
fired into the house and wounded her 
father; strung up twice to a tree and 
left hanging until she was considered 
dead; dragged into the woods and de- 
posited in an improvised tomb of brush 
and leaves—such is the little adventure 
through which Mrs. Hattie McIntosh, a 
white woman, charged with complicity 
in the murder of her husband, passed 
last night, according to her own state- 
ment to the police. 

Mrs. McIntosh lives in Monroe County, 
about eight miles east Okolona. The 
headless body of her husband was found 
several days ago and the woman was 
arrested. She was held to the grand 
jury in bonds of ‘$500. 

Last night, she says, a posse of white 
men surrounded her home and demand- 
ed that she come out. She refused. 
The posse fired a volley through the 
windows. One of the bullets, she al- 
leges, struck her@father in the neck, 
Then the whitecaps rushed the house 
and seized Mrs. McIntosh. 

“They carried me to a tree, placed a 
rope around mv neck and threw the end 


over a branch, said the woman. “Then 
they told me that unless I told all I 
knew 2bout the murder of my husband 
they would lynch me. I replied that I 
knew no more about it than they knew. 
Several men seized the rope and drew 
me.from the ground. 

“After a while they let me down and 
asked me again to confess. I insisted 
that I had told the truth at the trial, 
and could add nothing to my statement. 
They swung me from the ground a sec- 
ond time. I became unconscious, but 
when the rope was removed from my 
neck I heard one of my assailants pro- 
nounce me dead.’’ : 

Mrs. Mcintosh claims she was carried 
into the woods, where her body was 
covered with brush and leaves. After 
the posse, departed. she made-her way 
to her home, and this morning she came

Claim Andrews and His Com- 
pany Violated Law in 
Their Purchase. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Charge of 
violation of the land laws by “Bull'’' W. 
H. Andrews, now ‘the delegate in Con- 
gress from New Mexico, and officers of 
the territorial government have been 
made to the House by the Secretary of 
the Interior. 

Nearly 10,000 acres of land, granted 
to the territory as school lands by Con- 
gress, with the stipulation that not more 
than 160 acres should be sold to any 
one person or corporation, and then only 
upon the payment in cash of the price 
agreed upon, have passed into the pos- 
session of Andrews and the Pennsyl- 
vania Development Co., it is charged, 
in violation of both of these conditions. 

In 1891, it is alleged, Andrews, for the 
Development company, made applica- 
tion to the Board of Public Lands of 
New Mexico for an option upon 10,000 
acres of valuable timber and mineral 
land in Valencia County, naming W. 8S. 
Hopewell as his representative to ar- 
range the details. At the meeting of 


the board he was told that the law for- 
bade the sale of more than 160 acres to 
any one person or corporation, but it 
Was suggested to him that if a suffi- 
client number of applications were made 
to cover the tract desired in 160-acre 
lots, the arrangement could be made. 
Andrews’ Alleged System. 
These applications were accordingly 
presented to the board by Hopewell at 
its next meeting, and at the following 
ome 4 applications were filed, and so on 
until more than 8000 acres had been 
taken up, it is alleged, for the benefit of

County Court Fixes Assessment 
for Current Yeaz. 


The assessment of taxes in St. Louis 
County for the current year, as fixed 
by the St. Louls County Court, will be 
2 cents on the $100 valuation, 15 cents 
of which will be for the State Revenue 
fund, 2 cents for the State interest fund 
and 35 cents for the county fund. 
The county fund will be divided as fol- 
lows: Roads and bridges, 45.per cent; 
pauper and insane, 12 per-cent; salaries, 
18 per cent; jail and criminal, 13 per 
cent; contingent, 12 per cent. 
Railway, bridge, telephone, telegraph, 
express, water and gas companies will 
be assessed on the same basis as other 
property. Dramshops will pay a State 
license of $30 and county license of $250 
for a period of six months. Peddlers on 
foot will pay $3 for six months; with 
one horse, $10, and with a cart, $20. 
Boats used for peddling will pay $1 per 
day.

Secretary Shaw Warns Con- 
gress Workmen’s Lives 
Are in Danger. 


IS WEAKENED BY ACIDS 





Six-Story Building of Brick and 
Iron in Use Fifty-Eight 
Years. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, May 15.—‘A collapse of 
the United States assay office in New 
York at any time need not surprise any- 
one. The lives of workmen are in con- 
Stant danger. If a collapse were to 
occur the large quantity of acids, the 
molten metals, the pipes of hot air 
and steam would convert the mass into 
a charnel house.. I do not think I am 
overdrawing the picture.”’ 

The above is part of a communication 
sent yesterday by Secretary Shaw to the 








House of Representatives. He recom- 
mended the construction of @ new assay 
office, and whether that be done or not, 
urged strongly that Congress confer au- 
thority to rent safe quarters for the 
service. 

The force at work in the two build- 
ings that make up the assay establish- 
ment, which is in Wall street, consists 
of 30 men in the refinery and 42 in the 
assay department proper. In addition, 
there are always visitors moving about 
the place. 

The danger to which these persons 
are constantly exposed, as indicated by 
Secretary Shaw, arises chiefly from the 
use of strong acids, which, in the course 


of the 68 years since the refinery was 


built, have almost exhausted the ten- 
sile strength of the timbers and metal 
supports. wv 


The refinery is a building of six sto- 
ries, standing back of what is known as 
the Bank Building. It is constructed 
mainly of bridk and iron. The floors 
are made of cement. On the fourth 
floor is the boiling room, where .the 
bullion is melted’ in a big cauldron. In 
the process of precipitating the gold, 
sulphuric acid is mixed with the molten 
metal. 

From the cauldron all day the fumes 
of the acid first arise and then de- 
scend, for they are heavier than air. 
They eat through cement, masonry and 
metal to the first floor. Everything 
they touch they rob of strength. Fifty- 
eight years of this weakening process 
has brought the building to the state 
which has inspired Secretary Shaw's 
warning. 

Wall Is Bulging. 


But the enfeebled condition of the in- 
terior is not the only source of danger. 
The south wall of the refinery has a 
good-sized bulge. To prevent its press- 


ing further outward heavy trusses have 
been set. It was judged by an expert 
who recently examined this bulge that 
the expedient of trusses might not be 
relied on much longer. 

Two weeks ago A. B. Fry, chief en- 
gineer and superintendent of repairs 
to public buildings in New York, in- 
spected the assay office buildings. 
What he discovered caused him to lose 
no time in laying the case before Super- 
vising Architect Taylor. That official 
hastened to inform Secretary Shaw that 
prompt action was an urgent necessity. 

The situation seemed so alarming to 
Mr. Fry that before reporting to 
Washington he advised Supt. Mason to 
take immediate measures to lessen the 
danger that threatened his employes. 
On the sixth floor of the refinery 
stands the tank that holds the sulphuric 
acid. When full it weighs nearly ten 
tons. Upon Mr. Fry's suggestion this 
tank will be removed to the cellar. 
From there the acid will be pumped to 
the boiling rooms through pipes. 

As a further precaution no more acid 
will be pumped at once than is needed 
for immediate use. In other respects 
care will be taken to keep down as 
much as possible the weight on the up- 
per floors of the refinery. 

There are warnings of danger also in 
the outer walls of the bank building. 
Its front of white marble bulges at the 
west side and there is a deflection at 
the east side of the north or rear wall.

NEW YORK, May 15.—Carl Schurz 
will be buried Fhursday afternoon in 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery at Tarrytown, 
where his son Herbert is buried. 

There will be private and informal 
service for members of the family at 
the Schurz residence in the afternoon. 
The services at the grave will be sim- 
ple. 

At a date not yet fixed, probably in 
the next ten or twelve days, a memorial 
meeting will be held in Carnegie Hall. 
Just after the doctors announced that 
Schurz was dead a cablegram was fre- 
ceived from Prince Henry of Prussia, 
the Emperor’s brother, asking for news 
of the patient. A dispatch was at once 
sent to the Prince announcing Schurz’s 
death. 

Carl Bitter, the sculptor, took a death 
mask. 

Edward L. Preetorius received a dis- 
patch from St. Louis saying that meet- 
ings in memory of Schurz were being 
held in Chicago and Cincinnati. 

Major-General Julius Stahel, veteran 
not only of the American Civil War, but 
of Kossuth’s wars in Hungary, was one 
of the oldest friends and comrades. ot 
Carl Schurz—‘‘Gen. Schurz’’ to him. 
Stahel and Schurz had been friends be- 
for the Civil War, joined by the com- 
mon bond of their part in the European 
disturbances of 1848. Gen. Stahel him- 
self is 81 years old now, a small, erect 
man, white haired, but without a wrin- 
kle on his dark skin. For several years 
he has lived in the Hoffman House. 
Yesterday morning he went up to the 
Schurz house, as he has’ been «= going 
daily since Schurz’s illness, and found 
crepe on the door. 

‘He was a great man,’ said Stahet 
“A great soldier, too, with a 
courage that had nothing 
spectacular about it. But above all he 
was a good friend. I know and I have 
the papers to prove that.’’ 

He went to an escritoire and drew out 
an old wallet. From that he took a let- 
ter which had dropped to pieces with 
age and been patched together with 
transparent paper. Holding it in his 
hand, he went on: 

“We were in winter quarters in Vir- 
ginia in 1883. One morning the Philade!- 
phia papers came to us with the list of 
recommendations for promotion to Ma- 
jor-General. The name of Schurz was 
on it, but mine was not, although it 
had been understood, when he took the 
command of the Eleventh Corps and 1 
of the cavalry reserve, that I was in 
line for promotion to Major-General. 

“"That is not right,’ said Schurz 
when he saw the list. The next day 
he came back with this letter.” 


Wanted to Resign. 


Gen. Stahel handed over the letter. 
It read: 

“To His Excellency the President-— 
Dear Sir: I have just seen a Philadel- 
Phia Inquirer which published a list 
of your nominations for major-gener- 
alships, containing my name, but not 
that of Gen. Stahel. You remember 
the conversation we had upon that 
subject and my emphatic declaration 
that I would not be in any manner in 
Gen. Stahel’'s way; that he yielded to 
me the command of the Eleventh 
Army Corps, saying that he would be 
Satisfied with the command of the 
cavalry reserve; that I accepted this 
Sacrifice if he could be made a Major- 
General as well as myself. You in-'! 
formed me kindly that this would be 
done. If there are circumstances pre- 
venting Gen. Stahel’s nomination to- 
gether with mine, I feel in honor’ 
bound respectfully to decline the dis-| 
tinction you were kind enough to con- 
fer upon me, at the same time thank- 
ing you most sincerely for this great 
mark of friendly consideration. You 
will pardon me for this, for it has al-: 
Ways been my principle to be true to. 
my friends and to stand to a word! 
once given. 1 would much rather 
command the Eleventh Corps as a 
Brigadier-General, or not command it 
at all, than wear the two stars, set- 
ting aside a man who is worthy of 
preferment and deserves my friend- 
ship, and to whom I had the honor to 
carry your promise of promotion. 
Yours very truly, C. SCHURZ.” 

Gen. Stahel put back the letter in 
the wallet.

women. As Gorky appeared on the 
platform enthusiasm broke forth. Men 
and women rose and yelled their wel- 
come and in their excitement hats, coats 
—everything available—were thrown in- 
to the alr. 

After the address Gorky retired to his 
dressing room to wait for the hall to 
empty. The audience had no idea of 
going, however, and, crowding to the 


en door of his room, where a cordon 
of club members stood guard, it shout- 
ed his name at the top of its lungs, 
crying that it wished to shake his hand, 
to be allowed to touch him.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 15.—The 
verdict in the heresy trial of Rev. Dr.

Four of the 
five jurors sign the following finding:

as this church hath received the same. 

‘“‘However, we express the earnest 
hope and desire that the respondent 
may see his way clear, during the thirty 
days that under the canons of the 
church must intervene before sentence 
can be pronounced, to establish to the 
full satisfaction of the ecclesiastical au- 
thorities of such conformity on his 
part.

St. Louis Delegates Are Worry- 
ing About the Sources 
of Cash. 


“Pay fare or stay at home" is the 
ultimatum issued by the managers of 
all railroads in. Missouri to politicians 
who desire free transportation to the 
Democratic and Republican conventions 
soon to be held at Excelsior Springs and 
Jefferson City. 

The announcement that the railroads 
have decided to “pass up the _ politi- 
cians'’ on the pass proposition this year 
means a saving to those corporations, 
according to one official, of $75,000. 

A. G. Cochran, vice-president and gen- 
eral solicitor of the Missouri Pacific and 
Iron Mountain railroads, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the railroads 
would probably make a low rate for the

“We have concluded, however.”’ said 
Mr, Cochran, with qujet emphasis, ‘‘not 
to give any free transportation this 
year.

Mr. Payne, assistant general passen 
ger agent of the Missouri Pacific, re- 
ferred the reporter to the Wabash of- 
fices, where it was stated by Mr. Tay- 
lor of the passenger department that 
the Wabash had decided to put in a 
half rate to the Democratic judicial 
convention ut Excelsior Springs, May 22.

It was declared that the 
President's statement, so far as his 
charge against Senator Chandler is 
concern®d, is a plea of confession and 
avoidance, and that his explanation of 
his position on the rate bill is suffi- 
cient in itself to show that he had 
been guilty of double dealing with the 
Democrats. 

Senator Tillman read the President's 
statement from a copy furnished him 
by the Post-Dispatch correspondent.

Chandler's statement of the various 
conferences between himself and the 
President, Attorney-General Moody and 
Senator Tillman is still in the possession 
of Senator Tillman. who sald after read- 
ing the President's statement that he 
did not believe it would be necessary to 
issue any more of it. Senator Tillman 
feels that the charges ne made in the 
Senate on Saturday have been fully sub- 
stantiated by that portion of Senator 
Chandler's statement printed yesterday, 
particularly as the President did not un- 
dertake to reiterate his charge of lying 
made against Senator Chandler. 

Senators Tillman and Bailey, as well 
as Senator Chandler, are astonished at 
the mildness of the President's state- 
ment.

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THE EVIL OF SECRET-RAILROAD RATES 


From the Railroad Gazette. 


Commissioner Garfield’s report to the 
President on railroad rate discrimina- 
tion in favor of the Standard Oil Co. 
should be taken Seriously. Although it 
contains errors of fact, although it has 
been used hysterically to influence leg- 
islation not strictly germane, neverthe- 
less it officially calls attention to evil 
practices long known and not at all 
confined to the Standard company or 
to the railroads named. Upon receipt of 
this report, the President transmitted 
it to Congress with a message favoring 
an enlargement of the powers of. the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. It 
would seem to be the proper course for 
the President on receiving this some- 
what detailed report of specific viola- 
tions of the interstate commerce law 
to at once urge with all his accustomed 
vigor upon the Department of Justice 
the enforcement of that law. For 19 
years it has been the duty of the ex- 


j ecutive officers of the United States to 


prosecute and punish every railroad for 
discrimination; for charging one more 
or less than another for a like service. 
For more than three years it has been 
unlawful for any shipper to solicit or 
receive any concession. It is a statu- 
tory crime, a misdemeanor, punishabie 
by a fine of from $1000 to $20,000 for 
each offense. The law has already 
been enforced and fines imposed, which 
proves that it is workable. It would be 
much more easy of enforcement if the 
proper Government officers were 4U- 
thorized to go without notice at any 
time and examine a railroad company's 
records for the purpose of finding evi- 
dence of violations of this anti-rebate 
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law. For another purpose the form of 
examination of national banks has 
worked well for many years. The anti- 
rebate law is designed for the protec- 
tion of the railroads and the smaller 
shippers. The railroads have found 
that they cannot, without the enforce- 
ment of this law, avoid discrimination 
and at the same time do justice to 
their stockholders, and the bill which 
became the law was initiated by one 
of the trunk lines and prepared by its 
own law department. When pooling 
was made unlawful, a law of this nature 
was the only one to which the railroads 
could turn for their own protection and 
the protection of their independent cus- 
tomers. The President undoubtedly re- 
fers to the anti-pooling clause when he 
Says: ‘In the effort to prevent the 
railroads from uniting for improper 
purposes we have very unwisely pro- 
hibited them from uniting for proper 
purposes; that is, for purposes of pro- 
tection to themselves and to the gen- 
eral public as against the power of the 
great corporations. They should cer- 
tainly be given power thus to unite on 
conditions laid down by Congress, such 
conditions to include the specific ap- 
proval of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of any agreement to which 
the railroads may come."" But there is 
no reasonable present hope of this anti- 
pocling clause being repealed. We need, 
and railroad officials will welcome for 
their own protection, a strict enforce- 
ment of the law against discrimination. 
Secret rates and rebates in any of their 
many forms are immoral and of im- 
measurably greater harm than high 
rates.

Socialism and Crime. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It has often been asked by skeptical 
persons if Socialism would abolish crime, 
and, if so, to what extent gnd how? 
I maintain that Socialism will abolish 
the greater per cent of crime, and will 
endeavor to make my article as convine- 
ing in this respect as possible. 

In the first place, men are the products 
of their environment, and if their en- 
vironment is up to the standard, there 
will be no incentive to commit crimes 


and depredations. By following the gen- 
eral trend of affairs it is very notice- 
able that the time at which most crimes 
are committed in our large cities is when 
so many people are out of employment 
and must find some way in which to 
procure enough to keep themselves and 
families. When facing circumstances 
like these their minds naturally turn to 
what seems to them the only avenue of 
escape, to crime, a thing which would 
never be thought of were they able to 
make enough by honest labor to sup- 
port themselves and families. 

Again, conditions are in such a shape 
today that there is a premium set on 
dishonesty, and consequently the in- 
centive to treat your fellow man wrong 
is stronger than it would otherwise be, 
and instead of following the Golden 
Rule, doing unto others as you would 
they do unto you, you are forced to do 
others before they do you. 

The only way to abolish crime is to 
remove the incentive, and this can only 
be done by: bringing socialism into 
power. Give the laboring man the full 
product of his toil, a steady job the year 
around, plenty of recreation and plenty 
of time in which to improve his mind. 
This done, you have made his environ- 
ment such that it will foster brotherly 
love rather than a hatred for all man- 
kind.

“Social Values” and Private Property, 


Ungracious as it may seem and dis- 
tasteful as it is to indulge in adverse 





criticism of a movement among whose 
followers are so many of the noblest 
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souls of their time, it is nevertheless 
only through expression of individual 
Opinion that progress is made toward 
a sound public opinion. 

Intelligent criticism of the Socialist 
movement cannot but lead the open 
mind to a clearer conception of the 
real distinction between what is in- 
dividual or private and what is so- 
cial or public, confusion in regard to 
which is by no means peculiar to So- 
cialists. 


thing as social or 
public, even by act of Legislature, 
does not make it so. Whether a mat- 
ter, value or function be individual 
and private or social and public de- 
pends upon whether it naturally re- 
lates or belongs to only one or more 
and not to all the individuals compos- 
ing the public, or to all of them. 

All men evidently sustain the same 
natural relation to the earth, no one 
having any closer relationship or 
Sreater claim to it than another. As 
it belongs, then, as much to one as to 
another, so must its values, which are 
therefore public or social. They are 
annually measured and paid in rent 
out of the total annual production of 
wealth and constitute the natural 
public revenue. 


Designating a 


A man’s labor power, on the other 
hand, is clearly his own—an individual, 
private asset. When he exchanges it 
for the wealth it produces that wealth 
is no less clearly his. Nor does it mat- 
ter whether he makes the exchange di- 
rectly with nature or mediately through 
Other men, the wealth for which he vol- 
untarily exchanges his labor or its 
product Is as truly his as was the labor. 
Nor does this relation of individual own- 
ership depend at all upon the use to 
which he may put his wealth. He may 
consume it, store it, lend it to another, 
or use it for the production of other 
wealth, and yet it is still the offspring 
of his own will and effort and belongs 
to him, any law or custom to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


Private appropriation of the social 
value known as rent, ground rent, is 
the chief cause of the phenomenon 
which Marx called “surplus profit.” 
This same misappropriation of the nat- 


ural public revenue renders ft necessary 


for the public to appropriate individual! 
revenues or private wealth, which it 
does through taxation, imposed, how- 
ever, not with a view to recovering its 
own proper revenue, but to collecting an 
approximately equal amount ffor the 
most part from those who have already 
paid the rent so misappropriated. 

This legalized robbery In which even 
the unwilling are compelled to partici- 
pate results in a most unnatural and in- 
equitable distribution not only 
wealth, but also of natural opportunities 
for producing it, which by reason of 
their rental values are falsely termed 
wealth. This pseudo wealth constitutes 
perhaps the greater part of those for- 
tunes which by reason of their enor- 
mity are causing men to question for 
the moment the natural, inalienable 
right of private property in the prod- 
ucts of labor. 

But is an equitable distribution of 
wealth to be brought about by substitur- 
ing for the present legalized robbery of 
the many by the few the proposed 
legalized robbery of everybody for the 
supposed benefit of all? No man can 
be really benefited by being deprived of 
the enjoyment of any or any part of his 
natural rights, among which is the right 
to control the product of his industry. 
Little wealth could he ever accumulate 
were he denied the right to use it in the 
production of more—that is, capital. 

An equal distribution of wealth wi}! 
never be equitable until all men are 
able and willing to produce equally, a 
condition of humanity which it is with- 
in neither the province nor the power 
of government to bring abont. 

When the public shall have assumed 
possession and control of values and 


of 





functions naturally belonging to it, sup- 
posed rmecessity for interfering with 








those belonging to individuals may no 
longer appear. When ground rent shall 
be appropriated to public uses and in- 
dustry thereby relieved from the 
burdens of taxation; when railways 
telegraphs and all other naturally mo- 
nopolistic utilittes shall be controlled 
and operated by the public, the pri- 
vate use of individual wealth for the 
production of more may no longer seem 
inimical to the public welfare, If there- 
after any private enterprise shall con- 
tinue. to be injuriously monopolistic 
it will be so through the privilege of 
corporate power, which the public will 
some day cease to grant—the sooner the 
better.

novelist of distinction and widow 

of Robert Barr—is not, in the re- 
motest degree, related to that Robert 
Barr whose novel, “A Rock in the Bal- 
tic,”” is being published Serially in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

She is a daughter of Rev. William 
Huddleston and was born in Ulverston. 
Lancashire, England. She was married 
in 1850 and she came to America,’ lived 
some years in Texas and in 1869 re- 
moved to New York, where she has con- 
tinued to reside. The Robert Barr who 
wrote “A Rock in the Baltic’? was born 
in Canada, near the United States line, 
and after a successful career in De- 
troit and New York went to London. 
where he now lives. Thus America and 
England exchanged novelists of great 
power. 

After the death of her husband Mrs. 
Barr wrote a novel, “‘Romance and 
Reality,”” an apprentice work which had 
small vogue notwithstanding its excel- 
lence. This was published in 1872, but 
it was not until the publication of ‘‘Jan 
Vedder’s Wife,’’ in 1885, that Mrs. Barr 
achieved fame. Then followed a series 
of books which successively raised her 
in the estimation of literary folk and 
enhanced her popularity. These were 
“A Daughter of Fife’’ (1886), “A Bow o 
Orange Ribbon’ (1886), ‘“‘A Border 
Shepherdess’’ (1887), “Friend Olivia’ 
(1891), “Birds of a Feather” (1893), ‘‘The 
Lone House’’ (1894), “‘Bernicia’’ (1895), 
‘“‘Master of His Fate,’’ , Remember the 
Alamo,” “A Knight of the Nets’’ (1896), 
“Trinity Bells’’ (1899), ‘“‘The Maid of 
Maiden Lane” (1900), “Souls of Pas- 
sage” (1901), and ‘“‘The Lion’s Whelp”’ 
(1902). In these books Mrs. Barr shows 
fine constructive talent in the working 
out of her plots and consummate skill 
in enthralling her readers. Others of 
her stories which reveal striking gifts, 
as well as originality in hitting upon 
themes of absorbing interest to fiction 
lovers, include: “A Rose of a Hundred 
Leaves,’’ ‘“‘Feet of Clay,” ‘“‘Beads of 
Tasmer,”’ “Sister to Esau,’ ‘‘Prisoners 
of Conscience,” “The Hallam Succes- 
sion,”’ ‘‘Young People of Shakspeare’s 
Time,” “The Flower of Gala Water,’ 
“Paul and Christina,” “Scottish Sketch- 
es,”’ ‘Cluny McPherson,” “The Last of 
the McdAlisters,” and “The King’s 
Highway." 

She has growr stronger with the ad- 
vancing years and in “‘The Man Be- 
tween,” her latest novel, may fairly be 
said to be at her best. Shé regards it 
as the cap sheaf of her harvest, the 
best work of her life. It will be pub- 
lished complete and unabridged in four 
special supplements of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch prior to issue in any 
other form.

THIEVES BREAK INTO 
DOWNTOWN STORE 


Front Transom of Washington 
Avenue Tailoring Estab- 
ushment Forced, 
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+00DS WORTH $400 GONE 


Robbers Overhauled Stock, Re- 
jecting the Less Expen- 
sive Fabrics. 


Burglars, operating in the most care- 
fully policed district of St. Louis, forced 
a front transom of the establishment of 
Mills, Schneck & Dunkle, merchant 
tailors at 610 Washington avenue, and, 
selecting their booty carefully, took 


away bolt after bolt of silk linings and 
a goods, estimated in all at about 


The robbery was discovered Monday 
by Henry Schneck, president of the firm, 
when he opened the establishment. 
Counters were in disarray. Bolts of 
cloth were scattered in different direc- 
tions about the floor. It was clear that 
the thieves had. overhauled the stock on 
the first floor in search of the finest, 
and had rejected less expensive fabrics. 

The police theory is that the robbery 
was committed Sunday night, when that 
part of Washington avenue is compara- 
tively deserted. The rear windows and 
doors of the building were barred, and 
entrance through them would have been 
difficult. The front doors are secureti 
by heavy locks. But the transom, which 
Swings on a horizontal hinge, fastens 
with a small latch, easy to force by an 
experienced burglar with proper tools. 


Danger of Detection. 


The proprietors of the concern had 
never considered it worth while to put a 
more complicated lock on the transom, 
because the danger of detection in open- 
ing it was thought to be so great as to 
act as the surest protection. 

Apparently, one of the robbers stood 
on another’s shoulders while he pried 
open the transom, climbed through and 
opened the doors from the inside. There 
were no scratches on the woodwork as 
of a ladder. It is believed by the police 
that more than two took part in the 
theft. Tho work showed evidence of 
experience and forethought. The bulky 
booty may have been carried away in 
& wagon or buggy. as it would have 
been almost impossible for the men to 
carry the big bolts of cloth through the 
deserted streets without attracting at- 
tention. 

Detectives from Chief Desmond's staff 
have been detailed to the case.

The 
fair greens of all the links which Hie in 
the county adjacent to the city are turn- 
ing white with burned grass and dust 
from the roads. The ground is iron 
bound and opening in huge cracks. The 
putting greens are kept in good condi- 
tion by the hose, but after all nothing 
ig so good for grass as natura! moisture. 

Glen Echo, where the svil is rich, 
grass strong and ground low, is suf- 
fering very much. The surface of the 
links is handled better at this club than 
at any other, Yet the grass is white 
on the high places and the ground hard 
as adamant. At Normandy Park, where 
they rolled the links hard with a big ma- 
chine, the earth is as hard as a baked 
brick, The Country Club, which is not 
blessed with friable soll, is in even worse 
condition. The same applies to the dis- 
tant Field Club away up at Bissell’s 
Point. 

Things are a bit better at the Algon- 
quin, near Webster. Bart Adams laid 
the greens there according to an idea 
of his own. He goiled them with rub- 
ble, then laid clay on top of it. Water 
ig introduced from the bottom through 
the rubble. instead being sprinkled 
on top. This trick brings the roots of 
the grass down to the water and it 
thrives very hugely.

When in obedience to these 
expressed wishes and his own inclina- 
tion, duty and interest the writer visit- 
ed that golf club he found it a 
labor of Augean proportions to ob- 
tain news, Even the men who prayed 
“aeygee a 4 in private seemed to be fear- 
ul of being seen talking with a writer 
in public lest their fellows py I ac- 
cuse them of seeking exploitation of 
their own performances. Andther 
‘ifficulty experienced was that 
Louis golfers seem to be too much in- 
terest in playing to spare time to 
talk with a writer about it. They fail 
to appreciate the fine points of the 
game in the writing about it and talk- 
ng about it, and want to go whack, 
crack, whack, from morning until night. 
To talk of golf requires a keen appre- 
clation of the beauties of the game, 
and this appreciation seems te be lack- 
ing in St. Louis. 

At least three of the local golf clubs 
the best friends of the reporter pass 
by with a curt nod and keep on ham- 
mering the ball. 

A great deal of the success of Glen 
Echo must be attributed to the courte- 
ous manner in which President Mc- 
Grew and his treat golf reporters. The 
writer visited three of the leading clubs 
last week. At two of them he spent the 
afternoon in the company of the will- 
ing and eager but uninformed person- 
age reposing in his own clothes. 

On Sunday morning he visited Gien 
Echo. In one-half hour’s time he was 
heartily greeted by 20 players, asked to 
have 40 drinks, for which he had no in- 
clination, but appreciated the good will 
which was responsible for the offers.and 
secured enough sound matter to keep 
him writing for a month. 

Two years ago a share of stock in 
Glen Echo was worth $100. That share 
has a market value and Instant sale of 
$750 today. Three years ago One of the 
clubs which feared publicity had a mar- 
ket value of $1000 a share. That same 
share is not worth $400 now. 

It may not be that beneficent publici- 
ty enhanced the value of membership in 
Glen Echo 700 er cent and  de- 
preciated that of the other club @-per 
cent, but it is none the less a strange 
coincidence and certainly proves that 
proper publicity is not deleterious to a 
golf club.

With characteristic indifference to 
small details, the Governor had failed 
to remove his coat, collar or tie in 
preparation for the.coming shave. 

“I never felt better, and I am going 
home feeling like a new man,” said 
Gov. Davis, as he surveyed his beam- 
ing countenance in the mirror. 

“] suppose everything is all right 
down my way, ain't it?’ he went on. 
Grunt for “Billy.” 

When told of a press dispatch from 
Washington to the effect that his action 
in putting the lid on Hot Springs—the 
Monte Carlo of America—was due to a 
desire to get revenge on political op- 
ponents, rather than to a desire-for re- 
form, the Governor’s face took on an 

expression of disgust. 

“Who says that?’ he asked quickly. 

“Oh!” he ejaculated with a_i loud 
grunt, when informed that friends of 
Sheriff ‘‘Billy’’ Williams, Democratic 
boss of Hot Springs, were the ones who 
impugned his motives.

CLASS TROPHIES TAKEN 





Upper Classmen Won Wager 
From Two Panic-Strick- 
en Juniors. 


Two St. Louis University Juniors, who 
were attempting to bury a box filled 
with class trophies in one of the sub- 
terranean passages under the university 
buildings which is forbidden to the stu- 
dents, and which the students call the 
“Catacombs,’” were badly frightened 
Monday night by an apparition in white, 


and unearthly noises. What they im- 
agined were the black-cassocked figures 
of two of the Jesuit members of the fac¢ 
ulty turned out to be their hated rivals, 
the seniors, and the under classmen 
were So scared they were unable to put 
up any show of fight. 

The two luckless Juniors allowed 
themselves to be trussed up by their 
cackling captors, too dumbfounded to 
make a struggle.
